EIGHT-HOUR DAY HIS IDEA 


The President Also Seeks Overtime 


Agreement and Commission to Set­ 


tle Minor Points. 


W ashington,

for the settlem ent of the threatened 
railroad strike, which 
he

m it to tho general committee of bld 
representatives of the employes and 
to the m anagers’ committee. 
The btu chairmen in New York ac­ 
cepted the president’s Invitation to 
conte here for a conference. 
The plan involves the acceptance of 
a basic eight-hour day, with regular 
pav for overtime and an Investigation 
by a commission of other Issue*. 
Judge W illiam L. Chambers, of the 
federal board of mediation and con­ 
ciliation, laid before 
the 
president 
figures on the cost* of an eight hour 
workday, and then went to tako up in 
tentative form with the managers the 
plan which will be placed before the 
employes’ committee. 
Tile president regards the plan he 
baa prepared after conferences with 
both sides, as a fair one which can 
be accepted. 
He ha* fortified himself 
with figure* regarding the cost of an 
eight-hour day to the railroad* In or 
der to enter fully into a discussion 
with both sides. 
Should either reject the proposal, It 
is understood the president will turn 
lo public opinion to force a settlement. 
The details of the president’s plan 
probably will bo made public should a 
break appear inevitable. 
Members of congress fo’lowed the 
situation closely and it wa* s ta 'e l 
that in case the president’s efforts 
tail 
action ut some kind may be tali 
**n in congress to prevent a tie-up of 
the railroad systems of the country. 
In considering the possibility of a
